Men Who Raise Tobacco Are 
Often Responsible for the 
Prices they Receive. 

We have talked to a number of 
farmers and from the best infor- 
mation we can secure the tobacco 
crop in Montgomery county this 
year is the best in many years. 
While sonic damage has been 
d"ne by house burning the crop 
as a whole is-a fine one. 

We hear considerable talk 
about the price going to be low 
on account of the war. We be- 
lieve this is a mistake just like the 
predictions regarding the crop. 
We had many men tell us early in 
the season that there would not 
be over one-third of a crop, then 
later on that it might reach two- 
thirds, and now it is a known fact 
that we have a better crop than 
we have had for years. All but a 
small portion of the tobacco rais- 
ed in this section is sold to Amer- 
ican manufacturers and while the 
Imperial Tobacco Company has 
been buying some the greater part 
of the tobacco exported is the 
dark tobacco. 

Of course if you stand around 
and talk low price the manufact- 
urers will take advantage of your 
feelings and pay you a low price, 
but if you determine that you will 
have at least a fair return for your 
labor you will get it. In any 
event it does no good to talk low 
prices.

At the request of one of our 
leading citizens we below repro- 
duce a letter which is being sent 
out all over the U. S. by Ballard 
iv Ballard, of Louisville, and 
which contains a suggestion if 
followed would prove of untold 
value to the cotton growers: 
To the Commercial Bodies of the 
South : — 
This is a concrete suggestion 
for the relief of the cotton sec- 
tion. Please bring it to the at- 
tention of the officials of your 
city who are interested. 

The U. S. consumes 40 pei 
cent, of our cotton crop, and wc 
see no earthly reason why this 
should not be increased so much 
that it will be unnecessary to im- 
port much, if any, jute from In- 
dia. 

"Investigations should begin at 
home," and we were surprised at 
finding that our own firm cou' ' 
increase its consumption of co.- 
ton goods over 100 per cent. Ta 
illustrate: We have discontinued 
the use of jute bags for feed 
sacks, for burlap covers and for 
haker's Hour sacks, and have 
substituted cotton sacks. There 
fore, today this mill is consum- 
ing every twenty-four hours the 
following: 

(a) — $fxxxoo worth of cotton 
flour bags; (b) — $200.00 worth of> 
cotton feed bags; (c) — $400.00 
worth of COttOn Covers for small 
bags; (d)— $25.00 worth of cot- 
ton baker's bags: total— $1,225 
worth of cotton sacks consumed 
each day. 

Two weeks ago we were using 
each day ONLY the article mark- 
ed "(a)-" The resu't is startling. 
Every jobber, retailer and baker 
in your town should demand 
that his Hour and feed come tt 
••<••■• and NOT in burlaps, The 
expense is a little more for COT- 
TON, but a broad-minded Mill 
figures that it gets its money 
hack and more because of the in- 
creased prosperity enjoyed by 
the cotton section. 

Furthermore, sugar, fertilizer, 
grain, produce, etc., can just as 
well be packed in cotton as in 
burlap. The producer will ust 
cotton if the jobber demands it, 
so we say IT IS STRICTLY UP 
T( ) Y( >U. Remember this would 
bring the U. S. consumption from 

40 per cent, of the total crop up 
to 60 per cent. Surely it is 
worth striving for! Please have 
your newspapers take it up. 

Cotton mills are hardly oper- 
ating 12 hours — they should op- 
erate 24 hours! Hear in mind 
that in two weeks time Ballard 
lias made a change in his pack- 
ing methods which means that 
instead of consuming $[80,000.00 
worth of cotton goods in a year 
we are consuming $^67,500.00 
worth.

The familiar significance of thr 
title, "A Pair of Sixes" to Ameri- 
can theatregoers, as well as its 
quaintness, has made it well 
known the country oyer, apart 
from the fact that the farce has 
enjoyed a run of nearly a year at 
the Longacre Theatre.

He is found 
here by his sweetheart, who ar- 
rives as the guest oi the Mettle- 
tons. He cannot explain his po- 
sition to her and there it more 
trouble for him through the at- 
tentions Of an eccentric English 
housemaid »» ho pursues him for 
1 husband. This comical compli- 
cation is developed through a 
rapid series of hilarious situations 
and the fun rattles along until the 
unfortunate partner's sweetheart 
takes a hand in the game and res- 
cues him from the clutches of his 
partner.

very kind man, took us with lant 
cms through the historic spots of 
Shiloh, a field of about 4,000 
acres, which, by Act of Congress, 
in 1894 was designated as Shiloh 
National Military Park. The 
tract has been improved with 25 
miles of graveled roads and drives 
along the exact lines of the roads 
existing at the time of the batttle. 
by erecting tablets, monuments, 
markers and signs to the number 
of (151. These tablets and mark 
ers enable visitors to understand 
readily the important events of 
the battle. The tablets, painted 
in colors to represent the three 
armies — blue for Grant's, yellow 
for Buell's of the Union army and 
red for the Confederate army- 
are placed in the position occu- 
pied by the troops at the hours 
designated, and the tablets face 
in the same direction that the 
troups faced in the line of battle 
The square tablets represent po- 
sitions on the first day, the oval 
tablets the positions on the sec- 
ond day. 

FlV* Generals were killed in 
the battle, Gen. W. H. L. Wal- 
lace, Gen. Peabody, Gen. Raith, 
<»f the Union army, and Gen. 
Johnston and Gen. Gladden of the 
Confederate army. The places 
where these leaders fell are mark- 
ed by especially designated 
mortuary monuments, composed 
of 20 pound Parrot guns and 
cannon balls. 

The general headquarters of 
Sherman. McClellan, Hurlbut, 
Prentiss and Wallace, and nine 
brigade headquarters, are marked 
by imposing pyramids of cannon 
balls. The different States have 
erected costly and beautiful timr. 
amenta in commemoration of 
these troops that fell in the battle. 

I stood also at the grave which 
holds the remains of a 15-year-old 
Shiloh drummer boy, who also 
fell in the battle where for two 
days, April 6th and 7th, 186. 
was stubbornly fought, one of the 
fiercest battles of the Civil War 

Early in the morning of Wed- 
nesday, Sept. 30th, we returned 
by steamer St. Louis as far as 
fohnsonville, Tenn., where we 
boarded the train for Chatta 
nooga. Upon arrival there on 
Wednesday, Oct. tst, we drove to 
Eagle Cliff, Ga., and were wcl 
corned at the home of friends of 
Dr. Snyder, located near the foot 
of "Lookout Mountain," where 
ve spent a most delightful visit 
for several days. There 1 met 
some of the boys in which l-»r. 
Snyder is interested and \vl n 
made the trip with us to Look 
out Mountain, where the famous 
battle was fought above the 
clouds. 

When the incline car had reach- 
ed the summit, we arrived in the 
midst of a thick cloud which 
seemed to cover the entire moun- 
tain as I couldn't see ten feet 
ahead of me and received an idea 
of how difficult it must have been 
for the soldiers of three armies, 
fighting side by side in the awful 
battle, where they were fore -I 
to throw shells and boulders by 
hand. 

Our friends led us the way un- 
der difficult tes. but we were able 
to distinguish L T mbrclla Rock and 
Point Lookout where many tab- 
lets are placed in commemoration 
of the dead. • 

We descended the mountain on 
the service car. The next day 
we visited Signal Mountain from 
which summit a beautiful view is 
afforded upon the city of Chatta- 
nooga. On Tuesday, Oct. 6, we 
left Chattanooga for Nashville 
where we remained for two days. 
On Thursday, Oct. 8th, we left 
for Bowling Green, Ky., and on 
Saturday morning, Oct. 10th, we 
pushed for Mammoth Cave where 
we remained until Tuesday, Oct. 
13th 

Every Kentucky boy and girl, 
well as every citizen, ought to 



3 and 4. Among the things in 
the cave I admired most were the 
statue of Martha Washington, 
which is represented through the 
formation of the rocks and beau- 
tifully lighted from the distance, 
then the Bottomless Pit. the boat 
ride on Echo River, the Old Arm 
Chair, the Acute Angle, the Cork- 
screw. Lovers' Leap, Violet 
Chamber. Chief City, Gryid Por- 
tal and others. As it is impos- 
sible to write in this space all my 
impressions of the Mammoth 
Cave and to give all the particu- 
lars, I shall endeavor to say somc- 
fiing more about it some future 
time. 

Let me add, however, that tne 
Mammoth Cave was found in 
1802 by a bear hunter who traced 
1 wounded bear into the cave. 
His name WU Hutchins. He did 
not enter the cave, however. It 
might be of interest to state that 
if any one should visit the cave 
in the near future, should ask 
for Bishop, the guide, who knows 
(he cave as any one knows hts 
home and its surroundings. Bish- 
op has explored many portions 
of the Mammoth Cave and loves 
to show people through it and 
inspires any one who may be for- 
tunate enough to be under his 
guidance while visiting tne 
secrets of the underworld. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 14th, I 
left for Hodgenville, Ky., where 
1 visited Memorial Hall on Lin- 
coln Farm, which holds the cabin 
home of the late President, 
Abraham Lincoln. This is an- 
other place in this great country 
of ours which every Kentucky 
boy and girl, yes, every man and 
woman, ought to visit. It is not 
only a historic spot but a place 
of inspiration, where a humble 
Kentucky boy was raised in a 
log cabin home and rose to the 
greatest place within the gift 
of the American people. On 
Thursday, Oct. 15th, I reached I 
Louisville, a most interesting and I 
very busy city, the last stop- 
ping place before my return to 
my home town. 

Four months I have spent with 
Dr. Snyder. I have learned a 
great many lessons from the 
Book of Life, have met many 
men of a' 1 walks of lit* and many 
boys who possessed various 
ideas and ideals. I have met 
many friends of Dr. Snyder, I 
say many, for he has friends ev- 
erywhere, in every city, town or 
vil'age. I have traveled many 
thousands of miles, East, West, 
North and South, I have sailed 
the ocean, the lakes and the riv- 
ers and have traveled by rail to 
mountains, caves and cities and 
it has been a grand and wonder- 
ful trip, full of valuable exper- 
iences and education for years tc 
come. 

I am now ready to resume my 
studies anew at school, but I 
must admit that I regret to leave 
Dr. Snyder. He has been most 
kind to me. He has been a 
father and mother to me and 1 
shall always hold him as a trut 
and loving friend. 

To say that I appreciate his 
k ; ndness is only a mild exp.sa- 
sion, but I want him and all my 
friends to know that no fathei 
and mother can be more faith 
f ut and devoted to their children 
than Dr. Snyder has been to me. 

I thank him with all my heart.

I is only another instance of 
how much this country depends 
on the European nations for 
many of its supplies. It would 
not be surprising if> the war 
keeps up for a number of years, 
if it will be practically impossible 
to manufacture certain colors, as 
we even import the coloring 
dyes.

\t the good roads conference 
he'd in Louisville Wednesday 
night the statement wa* made 
that on January i^t there will be 
available approximately Souo.ouo 
of State funds to be used in road 
• on-truction in counties which 
do their part by putting up a dol- 
lar to meet the dollar given by 
the State- 
One county. Lewis, has taken 
advantage of the State's gener 
ou- propositon by voting a bond 
i-sue of Srso.ooo for the construe 
tion of roads. The Stat. Board 
Department already ha* approv- 
ed a contract for the construc- 
tion of a section of macadam 
highway. Lewis county, there- 
fore, will be the first county to 
• Hence the benefit of State 
•id. 

There arc other counties pre- 
paring to take a vote on the 
question of issuing bonds. Sev- 
eral of these bond propositions 
will be voted on at the November 
election. In other counties 
where he vote is favorable the 
result will be due largely to the 
fact that the State is ready to 
meet the countie- half way in 
the matter of road building. The 
none) which the State contrib- 
utes i- to be applied to high- 
way- connecting the county-scat 
town*.

This proposition which the 
Cincinnati men offer is the op- 
portunity for which Mt. Sterling 
ought to be thankful and one 
which they cannot afford to miss.

Think also of the 
automobile trade over your beau- 
tiful roads leading to this city. 
A new hotel would draw tour- 
ists here in immense numbers. 
Last but not least, it will very 
greatly enhance the value of real 
estate, not only in its immediate 
vicinity but all over the town.
